'Iho 
size of tho house, ihcludiug tho bays, is 
P3 by 81 feet.

IranccB are on the west Fide, with a porU 
cocfierc ou the east, which opens upon a 
terrace 13 fe«t wido. The servants1 en- 
trances arc iu the basement on the weatslde. 
The exlerior of Iho first story is of ashlar 
walls ane the four bfeysand lintels aro made 
of long meadow stone. The remainder of 
the building above the stono work is corn- 
posed of wood. Tho dimensions of the 
basement aro 15x19 feet, anil it contains a 
laundry HJx'^0 feet, and a servants' hall ISx 
20 feet, in addition to a number of smaller 
apartments.
